House of Representatives in 1992; and

WHEREAS, Jack Metcal f began his distinguished career as a Menber of
Congress in 1995 where he served three terns in the United States House
of Representatives as a Congressman fromthe 2nd Congressional District
until he retired frompublic service in 2001; and

VWHEREAS, Jack Metcalf served as a nenber of the Transportation
Committee in the United States House of Representatives as well as a
conferee on the TEA-21 transportation bill reconciliation in 1998; and

VWHEREAS, Jack Metcalf was a strong fiscal conservative, avid
conservationi st, and outdoorsman; and

WHEREAS, Jack Metcalf devoted his life to Norma, his beloved wfe,
best friend, partner, and conpanion of 59 wonderful years, and together
they happily devoted their lives to their famly of 4 daughters, 10
grandchil dren, and 2 great-grandchildren;
